>heard of a manual lead bender until today, and I have built almost every kit 
>on the market. Hint: You can use your fingers to bend component leads! A 
>lead bending device might be fun to use, but goodness gracious, you don't NEED 
>one any more than you NEED a Corvette. 

> 


Everyone NEEDS to own, rent or at least drive a Corvette at least once in 
their lifetime. It is an experience. You may or may not like it, but never 
take anyones word for it. Try It!!They are engineering marvels no matter 
which way you look them. Anyway a lead bender keeps the fragile ends of 
components from cracking, chipping or internally breaking (diodes). Sure 
the old fashioned method of pulling them over your finger gives you about .5 
inch, but your fingers may differ. 


I even install all of my resistors and caps with the bands going the same 
way so that when needed, the values can easily be read for troubleshooting 
purposes. No I am not a type A personality, just found that it looks better 
and is easier to fix that way. 


Cores stuff deleted, as I agree totally with Preston on this. Talc 
sometimes helps, but not always.

Needle nose pliers are flat across the area of contact and therefore have 
very sharp corners on the edges....when bending leads to a 90 degree angle 
or more they will often cut the leads at the inside edge of the bend and 
can cause the lead to separate at this point when the Printed Circuit Board 
bends slightly during installation, etc. I have worked for many years in 
the electronic manufacturing and assembly industry and the soldering and 
hand assembly courses that I have seen recommend that you use round nose 
pliers for bending wires for hand installation (both jaws are round so that 
they don't cut the wire at the inside of the bend). There are many tools 
for use in the prep area of an assembly line that are use to cut, bend, or 
crimp the leads and/or wires for mass production... but you really wouldn't 
need them for non-production hand assembly. Allied Electronics Catelog 
lists a Lead Bender Crimper for $31.95 if you really want to get one that 
will do the various lead bends and crimps with a forming tool.

QRP-Lers 
Here's one way you can get a print for the Elmer 101 project. 
I'm using Win95 with Microsoft Internet Explorer. This may also work with 


other explorers. You should also get some legal size printer paper (8.5 x 
14). 


My printer is an HP87@cse and uses the supplied HP Win95 printer driver. 
Any other similar combination should also work. 


Access Chuck's page and get to the SW40+ schematics. Open the .GIF version 
of the print and display it on the screen. Activate the print driver and 
change the Properties to portrait and select 8.5 x 14 paper size. Accept 
the changes and print the page. You should get a complete print of the 
schematic that is large enough to read even with my bad eyes. 


You can also use the JPEG version but it's a lot bigger and takes longer to 
display. Note that you can almost get the schematic on 8.5 x 11 paper. If 
your print driver has a scaling option you should be able to make it fit 
and still be readable. I tried to open the .PS file after downloading but 
none of my graphics programs would open it without getting errors.

I got home a bit early Friday and decided to fire up the rig on 10 
meters just for chuckles with 10 watts PEP. 


I worked some fun stations like LU6, PY4, LU5, RAO, VK2, ZL1, and an 
LU4. Then I parked on an empty frequency and started calling CQ 
contest. 


To my amazement I started a pileup! I worked nearly 50 Japan stations! 
in less than 30 minutes. With two 102 inch SS whips mounted as a 
dipole and 10 watts PEP. 


I switched to 15 meters and snagged a few more including an H44 and a 
BV4. 


It was a wild hour. Especially since all of these were multi-thousand 
mile contacts. JA2DLM was QRP at five watts. 


The success of 10 meters during each of these contests really makes you 


wonder if people are just assuming it is dead the rest of the time. 


BTW, my Kenwood 570D measures about the same output when set to 10 watts 
as the Alinco DX70t does when set to 5 watts, anyone with a decent watt 
meter ever measure the power output of the lower power settings on a 570D?

Over the years I have used many methods. 
Here is how I often do it with common parts like resistors. 


Using my fingers I make a very "easy" bend and get both leads 
pushed through the holes enough to grab on the other side. 


Then I pull. As the part gets close to the board I push the 
leads in near the ends of the resistor. Sometimes I finish 
by pulling each lead with pliers to make it tight. 


Only do this with parts that you have extra of! It is fast. 


Something that was mentioned earlier and needs to really 
be taken to heart.... 


Put all color banded parts in the same way. Holding the board 
you should be able to read all the color codes from left to 
right. Doesn't matter which way is which, just make them all 
the same. 


Put all parts that have values printed on them with the values 


up! 


Watch how you put the markings on things like disc caps. Put 
them facing "out" as best you can so they can be read. 


Bottom line is taking the time to think about working on the 
rig later. 


You do plan to modify it, right? :-)

Hi Wayne, 


Thanks for the tip. I ended up going another direction and am pleased 
with the result. I ended up soldering the relay contact to the arm. 

I first filled the hole with solder and then cleaned it up with fine 
emery paper. (I like the brushed look on the brass) I then balanced 
the contact in the centre of the solder patch and heated underneith 
til it dropped in place. A small vice and needle nose pliers are 
helpful at this point. Then clean up the back side with emery paper 
and assemble. I use the stainless set screws in the centre block 

to provide spacing and the steel set screws at the magnet points. 

I like the look a bit better and it functions great. Thanks for a 
great design. The only problem I have left is that the cable I used 
is a bit too big in diameter so I have to go to bigger feet to regain 
stability. I will post this to the reflector in the hope that others 


will find this useful.

I have built over 
twenty of that design and have used relay contacts on all of them. You can 
order contacts from W7LS he sells them for $1.00 perset of four. To mount 
them all you need to do is drill out the hole tha taccepts the allen wrench 
on the 6-32 set screw with a number 44 drill. Then tap the contact posts 
to 6-32 and do the same thing to onger 6-32 set screws from the hardware. 
alignment can be done by moving the contact posts in the hole while 
tightening the screw from the underside. It works great and well worth the 
effort.

A car battery charger will ruin them, they should be charged at a 
constant voltage with the correct current limiting for the cell (it 
varies according to the capacity). 


I just use a 317 regulator set to 2.4 V to 2.5 V per cell - 14.4 V to 
15.0 V for a 12 V battery. This is for cyclic use, float charging is 
2.25 V to 2.3 V per cell. I should really be limiting the current to the 
correct value, but I can't be bothered to add the additional circuitry.

On the topic of chargers for Gel-cells. Read all the literature 
you can on gel-cells. It will save you from ruining them. 


I stopped this morning at Tanner Electronics here in Dallas on 
the way to the golf course with Phyllis (she just took up the 
game).
